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Bull Indexes Upheld 


An Answer To A Recent Criticism 
V. A. RICE, Massachusetts State College 


‘ 
of the Holstein-Friesian World indicated some con- 
fusion regarding the nature and use of Bull indexes. 

The title of the article was ‘‘Weaknesses of the Bull In- 

dex.’ It should be noted at the start that no specific 

inherent weaknesses of bull indexes were actually pointed 
out by this article. 
In paragraph two of the article the author stated, 

‘T believe that production should be reported officially 
at actual figures regardless of age, class, and so on; age 
and class stated.’’ As a matter of fact this is how records 
are reported. What the author was objecting to ap- 
parently was the use of conversion factors. Now of 
course if a bull is mated to mature cows and the result- 
ing daughters make records as two-year-olds it is impos- 
sible to get much light on what the bull has contributed 
tc his daughters until the records of both cows and 
daughters can be put on a comparable basis. Apples and 
oranges can be contrasted but they can not be compared 
since they are different sorts of things. Many people 
have objected to conversion factors in the past, failing 
to realize that the breed associations themselves were 
the originators of conversion factors, perhaps unwitting- 
ly. 


N article on page 234 of the March 20, 1937 issue 


Almost everyone knows that a cow just naturally 
will produce a little more milk and butter fat each year 
until she reaches the age of five to eight years. The 
Advanced Register requirements of our dairy breeds 
when first formulated also took cognizance of this fact 
and stipulated that a cow must produce .1 of a pound 
more of butter fat for each day she exceeded two years 
of age up to five years in order to gain admittance into 
the select circle of Advanced Register cows. In other 
words, while some breed associations do not officially 
recognize age conversion factors they all very naturally 
intake use of them in their testing work. “How come?” 
you ask. Why in this way; the requirement for admis- 
sion to the Advanced Register as a two year old (Class 
A) is 390 pounds of butter fat, while the same animal 
a8 a mature cow must produce 480 pounds of butter 
‘at (.082 of a pound more per day after two years and 
up to five years). In other words, the breeds say, in 
effect, that if this two year old makes 390 she is 
‘apable of making 480 pounds as a five year old cow. 
The conversion factor here (of course not printed nor 
recognized as such) is 1,231. In other words, 390 
lultiplied by 1,231 is equal to 480. We see, therefore, 
that the breeds rightfully recognize the infiuence of 
mMaturity in limiting production. 
a is, no doubt, a fact that some heifers that make 
th pounds of butterfat as two year olds never under 
Th, heavens could make 500 pounds as mature cows: 
The temptation arises, therefore, to say that conversion 
‘actors are no good. Now we are willing to grant that 
ome heifers that make 400 pounds at two years cannot 





rake 500 pounds as mature cows, but we still maintain 
that it is not the fault of the conversion factors. If 
they cannot come up to conversion expectations as five 
year olds it is due to one or both of two things; either 
they are not average and normal two year old heifers 
or else they were pushed to too high production as two 
year olds. something which under good management is 
not allowed to occur. Their failure to meet expectations 
can under no circumstances, however be laid at the door 
of conversion factors. 


Now it is possible that in daughter-dam record com- 
parisons, necessary for proving bulls, some cases might 
be found where a bull was given an advantage because 
his daughters’ forced, immature records were stepped 
up, by use of the generally accepted conversion factors, 
to too high a level, a level which these heifers could 
not reach as five vear old cows. The converse of this 
might also be found on occasion whereby a bull had 
been unjustly discriminated against. Since, however, 
generally speaking, a bull’s daughters and their dams 
are tested in the same herd and under the same manage- 
ment, there is really little to be worried over on this 
score. The management in the herd sometimes changes, 
« better or worse feeder may hold the job of feeding the 
cows and their daughters, weather and feed conditions 
may and generally do vary from year to year, etc. etc., ad 
infinitum. Of course if we are too timid to attempt to do 
anything toward proving the bulls until all environment 
and managerial conditions can be made similar in every 
herd in the United States, then we can make up our minds 
that we never will do anything about it at all. 


When Advanced Register testing was first started 
there was no precedent nor experiences to guide the 
practice so the general rule of thumb of requiring .1 
of a pound more butter fat for each day in excess of 
two years and up to five years was adopted. This was 
not scientific, as all will admit, but it answered the 
purpose well enough and was probably the best that 
could have been done at the time. We could, of course, 
construct a set of conversion factors from the present 
Advanced Register requirements as is done in Table 1.

When we ask the cows by means of their own re- 
entry records whether they give more milk as five year 
olds than as two year olds the cOws as a group answer 
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“Yes, we do.” It seems hardly necessary at this late 
date to waste any more time and space discussing the 
use of age conversion factors. Without their use the 
records are simply worthless and can not be used to 
throw light on the breeding abilities of bulls. There is 
one very practical method of getting rid of the need for 
using conversion factors and that is of course by every 
breeder getting records on all his two year olds. If 
this were started and continued then the two year old 
daughters’ records could be compared directly with their 
dams two year old records and it would not be necessary 
to use age conversion factors. 


In the third paragraph of the article under discussion 
the writer stated, ‘““There were 11 such sires (those hav- 
ing 15 or more tested daughters) in Volume 6 of the 
Herd Improvement Register and Table 1 shows the sum- 
mary of the actual productions, the figures adjusted to 
a mature B basis and the index if any.’”’ Neither state- 
ment in this sentence is true since there are over 150 
such sires in Volume 6, not 11, and since the writer’s 
Table 1 is not a summary of even the 11 but simply the 
individual figures on 19 sires. A little farther on the 
writer discusses the records of the daughters of the 
157 sires (a few minutes ago it was only 11 sires) and 
seems surprised to find that all these sires had daugh- 
ters in the lower producing groups. Some, perhaps, had 
most of their daughters down there; others had most 
of their daughters in the higher brackets, but the 
surprising thing seemed to be that all these bulls had 
daughters in the lower brackets. To the present writer 
this is not at all surprising. Remember now these bulls 
had 15 or more daughters from cows of probably quite 
yarying productions and one would expect that if a bull 
had enough daughters some of them would be in the low 
groups. 

The writer’s Table 2 showed 27% of the cows in the 
group under 10,000 pounds of milk, 20% in the group 
trom 10,000 to 12,000 pounds of milk, etc. The bottom 
portion of this Table shows 48% of the cows making 
under 400 pounds of fat, 14% making from 400 to 449 
pounds and so on. The percents, of course, are all hay- 
wire because the standard which started with records of 
10,000 pounds of milk should have been fcllowed by a 
classification under total fat starting at about 350 
pounds since the breed average is somewhere around 
34%%. The writer then presents a third table with 
sires grouped according to indexes—those under 400 
pounds of fat, those from 500 to 599 pounds and those 
over 600 pounds. The data is given with the number of 
sires, number of tested daughters, daughters production, 
number of dam-daughter pairs, his Table 3 which ap- 
pears here as Table 2,

The author stated that a study of these 
showed ‘‘the following interesting things:’’ 

1. “That the average of the dams’ production showed 
no great fluctuation in production as compared with the 
sires’ indices. This of course need not surprise anyone. 
This is exactly what one would expect to find from data 
treated in this way. It merely indicates that some bulls 
bred to cows of about 450 to 460 pounds of butterfat 
production will get daughters of lower production than 
their dams; others will get daughters of somewhat higher 
production and others will get daughters of still higher 
production. There is nothing remarkable in the tabu- 
lations as shown in this Table nor anything out of the 
ordinary. 


The second point discussed by the author was “That 
the actual production of the tested daughters does not 
begin to compare with the indices of their sires.’’ Again, 
no one need be surprised. As a matter of fact the 
daughters production is by the intermediate indexing 
method, always placed half way between the level of 
production shown by their dams and the index of the 
sires. No one who knows anything about indexing would 
expect that the daughters’ records would be the same 
as the sire’s index. The very manner of figuring an 


groups 


index guarantees that they won’t be the same. 
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The author’s third point was “That the average 
index is no criterion by which to judge the possibility 
of the actual production of a given sire unless we know 
the production of the dams.’’ To this’ the present 
writer agrees 100%. The index of a bull when yseq 
together with the production level of a group of cows 
will indicate by the mid-point between these two figures 
what the daughters will probably do on the average. 
The index of the bull itself will not give an indication 
of the production level of his daughters. 

The author’s fourth point is as follows: ‘‘That the 
higher the production of the dams the lower the index 
of the sire and so on.” It is hard to see how he can 
draw this conclusion from the figures given in his Table 
(Table 2 this article) and that is what his statements 
are based upon. Actually in his Table the dams with the 
highest production are bracketed with indexes inter- 
mediate between the high and the low, but of course 
there is for all practical purposes no difference at all 
in the dams’ levels of production—that is there is no 
difference worth mentioning between 448, 466 and 452 
pounds. The author goes on to say that out “of 56 low 
indexed sires 14 show dams that produced over 500 and 
4 over 600 and only 12 under 400. In the highest indexed 
sires out of 35 sires 9 are mated with dams under 400 
and only 2 with dams over 600.” In the first group 
there were 56 bulls, 4 over 600, 12 under 400. In the 
second group there were 35 bulls, 2 over 600, 9 under 
400. In other words, the proportions are about the 
same which is what we would expect. 


The author of the article stated that a bull was 
mated to cows that averaged 10,810 pounds of milk and 
552 pounds of butter fat and the bull’s index was 21,610 
pounds of milk and 800 pounds of fat. His criticism 
here rests on the fact that the actual production of this 
sire’s 12 daughters (the index was actually figured on 
10 pairs) was 13,211 pounds of milk and 460 pounds of 
butter fat and he says the “the index nearly doubles 
the actual production of the bull’s daughters.” Well 
now as a matter of fact the index does not double the 
actual production of the daughters but it is 63% higher 
which is quite a long way after all from 100%. The 
author did not state that these daughters which averaged 
13,211 pounds of milk made those records at an average 
of 3% years. In other words, this average of 13,211 
has got to be stepped up a bit by the use of a conversion 
factor in order to get it on to a comparable basis with 
the dams’ records which were made or figured to matur- 
ity. When this is done the figures are as follows: 
10,810 M. 3.26 % 352 F. 

10 daus. averaged 16,210 M. 3.48 % 564 F. 

3ull’s index 21,610 M. 3.70 % 800 F. 

Now it is of course possible that the records of the 
dams used in figuring this index were too low for one 
reason or another. Perhaps the cows were old, or 
being bothered by various udder troubles or were suf- 
fering from the effects of Bang’s disease or milking 
under some other handicaps all of which their daughters 
escaped. ‘This of course would tend to give the bull too 
high an index. Any high index, especially when it is 
caused by a tremendous jump in production on the part 
of the daughters, needs to be checked up on before we 
use it. Most breeders are honest and if one were in- 
terested in this particular bull he could undoubtedly get 
all the facts and then interpret them to suit himself. 
Even though one found on investigation that these dams 
under similar conditions to their daughters would have 
made 14,000 pounds of milk instead of 11,000 and that 
the bull’s index should be 18,000 instead of 21,000, he 
nevertheless is still a real good bull. 


The author goes on to sal, ‘“‘A glance at Table 4 
(there is no Table 4 in his article, he probably means 
Table 3) shows the adjusted mutilated index does not 
begin to approach the actual production of his given 
sire’s daughters.” As we have already indicated the 
reason is obvious; it is inherent in the method of figuring 
the bull’s index and one is foolish to expect that the 
index will be the same as the production of his sire® 
daughters—it can’t be. 

The rest of the article is a more or less general and 
heated discussion against indexing in general and one 
gets the notion that this particular person is very much 
against the printing of indexes. One of course wonders

Do you know why Minnesota puts a row of ‘‘cat-eyes’”’ 
on all curves in their principal highways? If so, you 
tell us, and you can have them. 

Did you know that Iowa roads are marked with a 
double black line in the center? Leading pork state thus 
guards against ‘‘road hogs’’. Iowa roads are so straight 
that their engineering department never did learn how 
to construct curves that permit any kind of speed going 
around them. Found that out once riding with Bob Ras- 
mussen several years ago. Verified last month. 

Northern Wisconsin’s fine roads are suffering some 
from winter frosts. Their culverts sag. In Indiana they 
hump a bit. 

Do they know where the crookedest stretch of road 
in the U. S. is located? Answer: Pittsburgh toward 
Columbus, via Cambridge, Ohio vice versa however is 
just as bad. Looks like they went out of their way to 
inject hair pins and horse shoes in some places. 

The above observations were made only in passing on 
our 6000-mile jaunt in March, during which we travelled 
in 13 states (going within spitting distance of the four- 
teenth) and saw over 5000 Holsteins in 50 odd herds. 
Last time, we told you a little of what we saw during 
the first week. Here are a few of the high spots as we 
proceeded. 


Machold Farms 

At Ellisburg, N. Y., just over the county line from 
the World office, we gave a hasty look at the Machold 
Farms herd. Paul particularly wanted to see Man-O-

fore him. The present Lashbrook herd is one of the best 
we saw on the whole trip. It was Paul’s first visit here 
where his favorite, Lashbrook Pearl Ormsby, was bred 
and spent her early years, and naturally he was keenly 
interested. Pearl 2d, the 800-lb. fat daughter of Old 
Pearl, freshened in January, milked 96 something the 
day before we were there. She is the image of her 
mother in style and character, with just a little more 
strength and an even better shaped udder. We agreed 
she was just about the greatest cow we had seen on the 
whole trip. Before we left, Paul had secured a price on 
her and her baby daughter, and the deal was closed very 
soon thereafter. She will head for Dunloggin with the 
Brentwood sale shipments from Minnesota.

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U.S. National Spring Sale 


The annual U. S. National Spring 
Sale was held under management of 
Baird and Darcey, March 31, April 
1 and 2. The three days of selling 
were each in a different location— 
Waukesha, Monroe, and Plymouth— 
and large crowds were on hand each 
day, some buyers staying through for 
attendance all three days. Receipts 
for the 3 days totalled $37,517.50, 
according to figures given us by the 
sale management. We do not have 
the exact total number of head, as 
the Monroe catalog has for some rea- 
son failed to reach us at this writ- 
ing. It would be in the neighbor- 
hood of 250 head sold. The sale, 
however, was regarded as much bet- 
ter than this average figure would in- 
dicate. At each sale, there was in- 
cluded on or more entire herds dis- 
persing. At Monroe, it was Pomeroy 
herd, including a number of blemish- 
ed and young, small heifers and 
bulls. At Waukesha, the J. E. Jor- 
genson herd was dispersed, including 
young stock, while at Plymouth the 
included. 


More significant is the fact, as 
computed by the management, that 
the first 40 females sold at Wau- 
kesha averaged $203; the first 10 
bulls $300 each. At Plymouth, the 
first 25 females averaged $165; the 
first six bulls $265. The top end of 
the sales sold at very satisfactory 
levels, with a healthy demand in evi- 
dance, and young calves sold higher 
than they have for some time. 


Largest buyers were Scott Meyer, 
Hannibal, Mo.; Maplecrest Farms, 
Wellman, Iowa; George A. Fox, 
Sycamore, Ill., and George H. Welty, 
Amboy, IIl.

Be sure to use the official envel- 
ope, and also be sure not to enclose other matters for 
the attention of the Secretary, as these envelopes are 
held unopened for the Committee on Elections which 
will meet at Brattleboro about May 1 to canvass the 
votes. 


Members of the MHolstein-Friesian Association of 
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America in Alabama, Montana, Tennessee, West Vir- 
ginia and Canada need look for no ballots as there were 
no delegates nominated from these states this year, 
Total number of nominations in other districts, however, 
was 590 from which 123 will be elected. There were 
491 nominations last year. 


By-Law Amendments 
ECRETARY SEAVERNS calls our attention to the 
~ closing date of April 23 for filing proposals for 
amendment to the By-laws. These are required to 
be in the hands of the Secretary 40 days before the date 
of the Convention. Members having matters to bring 
before the Convention involving changes in the By-Laws 
will please bear this closing date in mind, as no action 
on such matters can be taken unless they are included in 

the official Call for the Annual Convention. 


Stenographic Record 
NE thing we hope the Board will reconsider. At the 
O December meeting, they voted as a measure of 
economy to dispense in future with stenographic 
records of the annual conventions and meetings of the 
Board. 

We feel strongly that this is not good economy, at 
least so far as the convention records are concerned. A 
stenographic record of the Board’s deliberations is not 
so important—the Secretary can keep adequate records 
of actions taken—but the Convention itself is a different 
matter. The complete verbatim records of the annual 
meetings have been preserved and published in the herd 
books during the complete lifetime of our Association, 
and for several years preceding in the Holstein Breed- 
ers Association. This record is not only interesting; it 
is an invaluable history, unbroken for 51 years, and it 
would be just a shame to interrupt it now for the com- 
paratively modest cost involved. It would be a serious 
impairment of the archives of the Association, impossible 
to replace at any future time. 

The action taken impressed us at the time as rather 
a snap judgment, representing a $1,000 item that simply 
felt the axe when the Board was struggling toward a 
balanced budget. The greater part of this sum can still 
be saved by dispensing with complete stenographic rec- 
ords of the Board meetings and of the unofficial Open 
Forum discussions, which are never published in full 
anyway, but the modest part of this involved in getting 
a complete record of the Convention itself is certainly 
well worth the cost. 

We urge the Board to reconsider this item in time 
time to provide the customary stenographic service by 
Convention day. 


Consolidate The Offices 


HE editor of the World has had an unusual op- 
"T rortunity this past month to visit with breeders in 

a dozen states during the course of six thousand 
miles of travel. A definite effort has been made to sound 
out sentiment of the membership on the subject of the 
proposed consolidation of the offices of the Association 
under one roof, and the employment of an Executive 
Manager. 

Naturally some local or sectional pride is involved 
but it is our observation that there is almost unanimous 
approval of the general idea of consolidation, and the 
great majority seem to feel that it doesn’t matter 80 
much where. New Englanders, of course, are generally 
keen for the idea of retaining the old-established Brat- 
tleboro address; Wisconsin thinks it would be great to 
have it all at Madison. We cannot blame them for that 
preference, but we sense an undertone of understandin3 
that the actual location in any particular section is of 
far less importance than the fundamental idea of getting 
the activities of the general office all housed together 
somewhere. 

There are many factors entering into choice of 
location. Accessibility to breeders is one of the least 
important, for only an infinitesma] fraction of the mem 
bers will visit the offices anyway. The office businest 
is done primarily by mail wherever located. More 1m- 
portant by far are the questions of disposal of present 
office properties; available clerical help where livins 
costs will permit reasonable economy of operation and 
to a degree where competing businesses will not be likely 
to induce too high a rate of labor turn-over. Quite 
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generally there is a belief that one of the present 
jocations should be retained unless the properties can 
be disposed of satisfactorily, or a suitable new building 
in some other location secured on terms as favorable 
as we would have to give in selling the present prop- 
2s. 

oe the Madison office could be sold without too great 
loss, there would be undoubted economy in moving 
everything to Brattleboro. The building there does not 
represent a large investment. It was bought for 
$30,000; is carried on the books now at only $17,000, 
following depreciation charge-offs since its purchase in 
1928. The building, we understand, has floor space 
enough for the complete office force, and the overhead 
cost would be lower than could likely be found any- 
there else for a suitable building. 

a The Madison office property building built in 1931, 
is more modern in construction and is more centrally 
located. It is carried on the books now at about $67,000 
and we understand would require some enlargement to 
provide enough space. There is room for such an addition 
on the present lot which the Association owns. Madison 
is a state-capitol city, with the higher living costs usually 
found in such towns. Our Association wage scale is 
about the same in Madison as in Brattleboro, but it is 
our understanding that because of the lure of many 
civil service positions, the labor turn-over is considerably 
higher in the Madison office, although we do not have 
definite figures on the subject. The Madison building in 
all probability is more salable, although it would 
doubtless represent a rather substantial loss. This in 
itself would not be so important if an equally good 
bargain could be secured in some location that might 
be more ideal for our operation. 

All of these varied factors, and many others, should 
make it clear that no definite action can be taken by the 
Chicago Convention in June, giving the Board any 
positive detailed instructions of procedure other than a 
“yes” or “no” on the general proposition of consolidation. 
If the answer is “yes’’, it will be a mandate to the Board, 
in line with its own unanimous vote in December, to 
effect a consolidation, and they can then get right down 
to brass tacks in working it out in accordance with their 
hest judgement as the situation develops. Certainly, it 
will not be possible to have all details in sufficiently 
definite shape to permit the delegates to go any farther 
this next June. Any effort to tie the hands of the Board 
with definite instructions, other than to go ahead 
possibly within prescribed limits, would be a serious 


error. We think unquestionably the sentiment of the 
membership is to go ahead with a _ consolidation, 
somewhere. 


It is important, however, to settle this question 
definitely, one way or the other as soon as_ possible. 
To permit it to drag along for another year on the theory 
of getting more information upon which the delegates 
could act, would have serious consequences. The present 
discussion must necessarily be having an unfortunate 
on the morale of the Association’s clerical employes. We 
understand the Madison clerks feel certain the offices 
are to go to Brattleboro, and the Brattleboro clerks are 
equally convinced that their jobs will go to Madison. 
The tendency to take other employment that looks more 
permanent in their home towns whenever opportunities 
are offered. There is no way of avoiding this situation 
that we can see, but it would be bad indeed to let it 
drag along for another year. 


In regard to employment of an executive manager 
hired by and responsible to the Board of Directors, we 
find rather complete and general belief in the soundness 
of the idea from the standpoint of effective operation. 
Everyone appreciates the absolute importance of getting 
the right man for the job—at the first try. It will be 
a big job and a big opportunity. 


Creation of such a position goes naturally with the 
consolidation idea. It will have to be considered in a 


title havd-hendet way if it is to work successfully or 
satisfactorily. 


In succeeding issues before the Convention, we expect 
to present articles by several members of the Pellissier 
Committee offering their personal comments and sug- 
sestions, based on the observations they have made in 
Serving on this committee. We know the membership 
Will be interested in what they have to say. We shall 
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welcome the comments of our readers for presentation 
in the Round Table Department.

‘ that made good in Canada and that is now making 
good in the United States. 

A few years ago, when Pabst Farms were looking for 
a herd sire to mate with the daughters of Carnation 
Sensation, they were attracted to this bull who was even 
then known in the Dominion as one of the greatest—if 
not the very greatest—breeding son of Johanna Rag 
Apple Pabst. His dam, Lady Meg Posch, was one of the 
great brood cows at Mount Victoria Farms, his full 
brother had recently been purchased from Canada by 
Yates Farms and the bull himself, who had been in 
service at Stevenson Farms, Alliston, Ont., was only for 
sale because of the death of his owner. He had been 
named Reserve All-American two-year-old in 1931 and 
had continued to win more show honors with added de- 
velopment, and his offspring had been standing well up 
in the younger classes at leading Canadian shows. 

He was brought to Pabst Farms along with one of his 
Canadian daughters, who after being an undefeated grand 
champion as a two-year-old with the Pabst show herd of 
1935, was a popular choice for All-American honors. This 
past show season, his daughters bred at Pabst Farms also 
attracted no little attention, two of them standing first 
and second in the calf class at Wisconsin State Fair. 
The second prize calf coming back the following week at 
Minnesota State Fair to win the class from her sister. 

The oldest of these ‘Monty’ daughters at Pabst 
Farms are now just getting ready to breed and those 
that have seen the herd recently are enthusiastic over 
they type and promise. 

The picture on our cover this issue was snapped by 
Howard Clapp, Pabst Farms herdsman, and it speaks 
for itself as to his type. 








Clarence F. Hunt 


LARENCE F. HUNT, a member of the Holstein- 
( Friesian Association of America since 1901, died 

March 24 at his home in Fayetteville, N. Y., follow- 
ing an illness of some duration. Mr. Hunt had been re- 
tired for several years, but early in the present cen- 
tury was an active figure in the Holstein industry. His 
consignment sales occupied a prominent place around 
Syracuse, and under his management and promotion 
in 1909 was held the first 3-day auction sale of our 
breed. Mr. Hunt made an importation direct from Hol- 
land in 1904 to feature one of his sales. He was a 
forceful personality, as was his brother, W. C. Hunt, 
who died several years ago.

BELIEVES IN A. R. TESTING 

i olstein-Friesian World: 
ee been reading the World for several years, and 
certainly look forward to every issue and have found 
it very educational and very instructive for the benefit 
of the Holstein breeder and breeder-to-be. 

There seems to be considerable confusion in the way 
cows should be tested. I really believe that A R O has 
done a great deal for the Holstein breed, and I believe 
it would be very detrimental if it should be discon- 

ed. 

_ is been connected with pure bred herds for the 
past twenty years, have actually fed and milked cows 
three and four times a day; made State, New England 
and World’s records; and I fail to see where we are 
injuring our cows in any way. 

There is considerable talk in regard to pampering 
cows, or giving them a box stall. In my estimation, 
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this is just sales talk. A breeder who has box stalls 
and doesn’t use them for the benefit of his cows fails 
to have real cow sense. Cows milking from 85 to 100 
lbs. a day in Class B have quite an udder, and such 
cows should have the benefit of a box stall, if possible, 
where she can lie down with more comfort. The owner 
won’t be taking any chances in injuring her udder by 
having it hang over the trench, and there is less danger 
of her or some other cow stepping on her teats. 


Using the words ‘ordinary farm conditions,’ in 
my estimation, is greatly misused. When breeders feed 
their cows three times daily and milk them three times, 
this is very much different from the ‘‘ordinary farmers’ 
conditions.’”’ The ordinary farmer milks his cows twice 
a day and feeds them twice a day, and they run in a 
pasture in summer where the flies can chew them at will. 
The feed is so scant that the cows spend most of their 
time trying to get a living with no time to lie down 
and chew their cuds. 

I believe we are hanging our troubles on the wrong 
door; and why try to pin it on A R O work? 

What do the majority of breeders do when an un- 
profitable cow is found in his herd? He advertises 
cow or cows for sale. Some poor sucker buys the ani- 
mal or animals and expects to make a living with them, 
and only finds that he’s got hold of a flat tire. It is my 
belief that such animals should be slaughtered and not 
go shifting around the country until finally she gets 
so old that she has to be slaughtered. 

There are different families of the Holstein breed 
which are proving themselves higher testers than others. 
This has been proven through our good A R O work, 
and I really believe that if it is continued, we will be 
in a better position to improve our good breed of cattle 
on one of the greatest hazards of the day, percent of 
fat. 

H IR records are fine and I believe we should have 
them, but why stop A R O testings? Figures prove it 
is the backbone of the cattle industry today.

ELLIS OPPOSES CONSOLIDATION 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

To judge from words of yours in a recent issue of 
the World you are rather surprised that there has been 
so little discussion of the report of the Pellissier Com- 
mittee. As one of those who assisted in the framing 
of the rewritten resolution I do not think there is any 
lack of interest, just lack of information. The report 
of the Committee as published was so fragmentary and 
incomplete that no one, except by guess work, can dis- 
cover the reasons for some things in the report or 
have any definite idea what is in the minds of this 
Committee. The only outstanding fact seems to be that 
the Committee is going to recommend the consolidation 
of the two offices that are now in Brattleboro and Madi- 
son. The reasons seem to be: first, economy; and sec- 
ondly, efficiency. 

Let us examine the first of these: Economy. 

Just what economies can we expect from a consoli- 
dated office? 

1. A saving in taxes. This is probably correct but 
if consolidation makes it necessary to build an addition 
to either building will this saving on taxes amount to 
much? 

2. <A saving on clerical wages. There does not 
seem to be a great difference in the daily wage between 
Brattleboro and Madison. However there is a large 
reservoir of trained help that can be drawn upon at 
need for a few days work at Brattleboro. This does 
not seem to be the case at Madison. 

3. <A saving by the elimination of some officials. 

It is doubtful if this will follow consolidation. In 
fact it will probably work out otherwise. At the present 
time the two equally important branches of our Asso- 
ciation are located far apart and there is little cause 
for friction between the two branches. But experience 
has proved time after time that the placing of two 
equally important departments under the same roof 
always results in strife for supremacy that can only 


be ended by placing over them a manager. Will not 
such a man cost more than any savings? 
4. A saving of the cost of postage. Let the Com- 


mittee tell us how much per year is spent on postage 
between Madison and Brattleboro. 

To offset these economies what expenses and losses 
can we expect from consolidation? 
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1. The cost of moving the records and equipment 
of either office to a new location. I have heard that 
this cost was estimated to be, some years ago, $10,000 
Today it would probably cost much more. 

2. The cost of an addition to either building. No 
one can tell exactly what this would amount to, but 
it would certainly cost something. 

3. The probable loss that would result from the 
sale of either building or the cost or holding a vacant 
building until it could be sold. It is my opinion that 
neither building could be sold for their present value 
on the books of the Association. The building at Brattle- 
boro would be the most difficult to sell as it is not well 
adapted to any commercial use. 

As for efficiency which is expected to follow con- 
solidation. We have already had one experience in that 
respect. When the A. R. office was moved from Dele- 
van to Madison there was a great deal of confusion for 
some time after. This move was a comparatively short 
one and many of the trained clerks followed that office. 
If the Brattleboro office moved to Madison or the Madi- 
son office moved to Brattleboro they would suffer an 
almost complete loss of trained personnel. During the 
time necessary to train new workers either office would 
be very inefficient. 

I have never heard either office accused of gross 
inefficiency and the Committee itself did not report any. 
They only found a few minor things that can be easily 
corrected. 

After giving the matter of consolidation much 
thought and after consulting many people I am against 
the removal of either office. The great expense of mov- 
ing will offset the savings for years to come and the 
question remains; can we afford now, at a time when 
the Association surplus is at a low ebb, to spend money 
to move? I hope that my fellow members will think 
these things over thoroughly before the Convention. I 
hope that they will ask themselves if it is either wise 
or desirable to go to great expense for a very prob- 
lematical gain. I hope that they will ask themselves 
if it is either wise or desirable to stir up the ill feeling 
and disgust that will follow the removal of either office. 

We had a scandal in our testing that cost our Asso- 
ciation and its members millions of dollars. Just as 
we were getting over that trouble we entered years of 
depression. Now we are coming out of that and the 
receipts of the Association show a strong upward trend 
why do something that will stir up faction—strife among 
our own members? Instead let us devote ourselves to 
breeding better the cow that is already the best on 
earth and above all stop fighting among ourselves over 
trivial matters. 

Let us have peace!

SOME COW TESTING SUGGESTIONS 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

A lot has been said in regards to try and get farmers 
to join the Cow Testing Association. I have done a lot 
to try and encourage testing in my community. We 
always manage to get a few in for a year or so but still 
there is only a small percentage testing regularly. I 
find it very interesting and I think it is a paying proposl- 
tion. Our rates are very low and we get reimbursed 
from part of this expense by showing our cows in type 
and production classes at State and county fairs. They 
also pay us at the rate of $1.00 per 100 Ibs. fat for rec- 
ords at the Upper Peninsula State Fair. In spite of all 
this help, there still seems to be something wrong and 
the farmers refuse to test. I think one reason is farmers 
dont want to let these figures out so their neighbors 
know the records on their cows. We seem to like to 
kid ourselves and the community that some of _— 
fake cows are real crackerjacks. So to overcome this, 
I don’t think there should be much publicity on these 
records.

why this is so. The author states in his last paragraph 
that ‘““‘We are in the clouds wrapped in mystic symbols.” 
I would say that he is not in the clouds but in about the 
sixth sub-basement and he has a long climb to even get 
up to the light of day to say nothing of getting up into 
the clouds. 

The following Table 3 is a comparison showing the 
production of daughters out of dams of different levels 
of production as secured from the list of indexed sires 
in Volume 6 of the Holstein-Friesian Herd Improvement 
Register.

In the first column as indicated in the Table there 
were 9 bulls bred to cows that average 341 pounds of 
butter fat. The daughters of these 9 bulls averaged 
402 pounds of butter fat. This gives these bulls as a 
group an index of 463 pounds of fat. The rest of the 
Table is to be interpreted in the same fashion. It is 
quite evident that the indexes of these various groups of 
bulls are about equal. They range from 453 to 494 and 
the average of them all is 472. The Table shows that 
it is not too difficult to get some increase in herds where 
the average production of the dams is below 450 pounds. 
After the production level of the dams has passed the 
450 pound mark however it becomes increasingly difficult 
for a bull to sire daughters from these cows whose 
average production will be higher than their dams. 
Another interesting feature of this data is the fact that 
in the group of dams averaging between 300 and 349 
pounds of fat all 9 of the bulls (100%) sired groups of 
daughters which averaged higher than the production 
cf their dams. In the next classification, that is the 
dams production averaging from 350 to 399, 80% of the 
bulls sired groups of daughters which averaged higher 
than the production of their dams, and likewise through 
the other groups-—65% in the 400 to 449 class; 43% in 
the 450 to 499 class; 51% in the 5 ‘0 to 549 class; 20% 
in the 550 to 599 class and 22% in the 600 to 649 class. 
This is exactly what one would expect, namely; that as 
ycu move into groups of cows of higher average produc- 
tion it becomes increasingly difficult to get a bull which 
will increase the production of the daughters over that 
of the dams. If one’s herd average is down around 
340 pounds of fat he is almost sure to be able to get 
a bull which will sire a group of daughters which will 
average higher tian their dams, whereas if his cows 
average 610 pounds of fat to start with he has only got 
about one chance out of five of getting a bull which will 
increase the production of the daughters over the dams. 
Breeding better dairy cattle then is a good deal like 
mountain climbing. The gradual slopes of the lower 
hills are fairly easy to scale but that last long mile 
before one reaches the summit is generally rather hard 
going. 

This study of the 247 bulls (2 bulls, one bred to cows 
averaging 667 pounds of butterfat and the other to cows 
averaging 774 pounds were not included in this sum- 
mary) reveals that the cows to which these 247 bulls 
were mated averaged 460 pounds of butterfat while the 
daughters resulting from these matings averaged 466 
pounds of butterfat—an increase of 6 pounds of fat of 
the daughters over the dams. 


The writer is unaware of the real reason behind this 
attack on the idea of indexing bulls. Some breeders 
appear to be disinclined to the use of indexes because 
they do not want the whole truth known. Others no 
doubt have a genuine skepticism regarding the efficacy 
of bull indexing. The writer has shown in other places

that the index can be used intelligently as another tool 
in breeding better dairy animals (see series of articles 
in Holstein-Friesian World, July 1, 8 and 15, 19338). 
The claim has been made by some that all one needs 
to breed better dairy animals is a book of indexes. The 
present writer does not agree with this statement and 
never has. 


On the contrary there are many other things 
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which should help to guide a person in the selection of 


breeding stock. A bull index is simply an additiona) 
means of getting a line on the probable transmitting 
ability of a sire. 

The germ plasm survey carried on in most of the 
states of the Union last year under the general direction 
ef the Bureau of Dairy Industry, Washington, D. ¢c. 
revealed many interesting facts concerning the present 
status of dairy cattle breeding in the United States. 
Among other things it was demonstrated in this survey, 
which included only the better herds in each state ipn- 
cidentally, that during the past 6, 8 or 10 years covered 
by records in the survey, the average production of all 
the cows to which 4309 bulls had been mated in some 
708 herds was 452 pounds of butterfat whereas the pro- 
duction of the daughters sired by these 4309 bulls was 
451 pounds of butter fat. Recall now that these were 
the better herds in America and recall too the figures 
cited earlier in this article showing that the cows to 
which the 247 indexed bulls, in Volume 6 of the Holstein- 
Friesian Improvement Registry, had been mated averaged 
460 pounds and the resulting daughters averaged 466 
pounds. Both studies indicate that we are not making 
terribly rapid progress in breeding. Perhaps if we will 
index bulls and use the indexes intelligently we can make 
more rapid progress. Certainly no one has any justifica- 
tion for believing that if we continue to index bulls and 
use the figures intelligently that our breeding operations 
will be any worse than the figures show them to have 
been in the past without the use of indexes. The writer's 
contention is therefore that we have everything to gain 
by judicious use of indexes and nothing to lose. 

It would seem that from the breeding standpoint 
three things essential for the progress of any breed 
of dairy cattle. First, that it simplify and cheapen test- 
ing so that a greater percentage of cows within the breed 
will be tested. Second, that when the cows are tested 
the bulls be indexed so that with records on the cows 
and indexes on the bulls breeding progress from the 
standpoint of production can be speeded up, provided of 
course the figures are used intelligently; and the third 
thing, that it is becoming evident that our purebred 
dairy breeds need some form of selective registration 
so that the poor animals in the breed can be weeded out 
before they leave too many offspring, and the _ better 
animals given the recognition they merit.

SEES DANGER FROM SYNTHETIC MILK 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

From time to time our American newspapers bring out 
articles about the possibility of producing a substitute for 
milk, and these news items are usually followed up by 
editorials appearing in some of the country’s leading 
papers devoted to the dairy interests. That there is a 
danger of such a substitute being launched upon the pub- 
lic is quite possible, but at the same time the dairymen 
have nothing to fear that science will ever be able to 
find a substitute for milk. The time to prepare for war, 
however, is during a time of peace, and that the papers de- 
voted to the dairy interests should view the growing pos- 
sibility with some concern is not unfounded. It is not so 
much a question of finding this so called substitute, but 
the impending danger lies in launching a product of this 
kind upon the market that can never have the same value. 
However true this may be with our modern means of propa- 
ganda honest or dishonest, a product of this kind could 
eventually become very harmful to the milk industry. 
There are chemists working day and night contriving to 
create a formula for this substitute for milk. The re- 
search probably costing a great deal of money is unbe- 
lievable, and whatever may be said to the contrary, a sub- 
stitute that would contain the same properties of milk is 
beyond the scope of science. Milk is a product of far 
deeper origin than most people appreciate, and it is far 
removed from the materialistic idea that is held by the 
average person. Milk has a far more reaching purpose 
than merely to: nourish the physical body, but strange as 
it may seem, it has been endowed with a power to in- 
fluence the spiritual as well, and it is that power that 
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man can not find a substitute. Any person who has ever 
given the question of milk serious thought must have 
reached the conclusion that with all the endless pos- 
sibilities of science that man no matter how ever hard 
he may strive to reach that end his efforts will be in vain. 
There is an old saying: ‘““What we know is little, and that 
which we do not know is endless’, but I do know one 
thing, that a substitute for milk is prohibited by a law 
of such infinite magnitude that man can not and will 
never be able to make Nature release that carefully 
guarded secret. It is veiled in a shroud of mystery no 
less mysterious than life and death itself. The nearest 
substitute for milk has been created in Austria, but all 
agreed that as a substitute for the mother milk or that 
of the cow, is a chemical impossibility. The material- 
istic man of course nurses the hope of such a discovery, 
and although he may realize this hopelessness when the 
time is ripe encourage the use of such a substitute with- 
out the slightest regard for what the real product stands 
for. It would not take a great deal to stampede the 
American public into the belief that there is such a thing 
as a substitute for the mother, or the milk of the cow, 
and not so many years ago such a thing was being en- 
couraged by blazing head lines appearing on the front 
pages of every newspaper throughout the country, and 
even one of or leading industrialists known to every 
citizen was credulous enough to firmly believe it could be 
done. At that time the secret was supposed to be found 
in rice, and at the present time it is actually believed by 
men, who should know better, to be held in the much 
talked of soy bean. How little do these otherwise in- 
tellectual men realize, and much less understand, the 
recondite of Nature in regulating the course of men by 
secrets that have a greater meaning than we are able to 
understand. It is with profound regret that I see a future 
holding in store this very substitute for milk that will 
eventually find its way into the homes of every family 
throughout the land. It will not take a great deal of 
propaganda to bring this milk substitute before the pub- 
lic, and some fine morning you will be looking through 
your favorite magazine you will find a beautiful colored 
picture, that will more than arrest your attention of 
two darling children representing ‘“‘Sonny Jr. and Sissy”, 
seated at a table, and their precious mother with finger 
nails attractively colored pouring out “Sonny Jr. and 
Sissy’’, a delicious glass of milk substitute containing the 
elexir of life. Besides all this you will have radios flash- 
ing the potentialities of this new milk substitute from 
coast to coast. You will be offered prizes, and your 
propaganda does not by any means end here, and your 
publicity will be drawn from every conceivable source. 
The manufacturers of this milk substitute will be far 
reaching, and it will include your lawyers, judges, con- 
gressmen, senators, clergymen, writers, actors, actresses, 
movie stars, all the royal families of Europe, and your 
social registrites will be asked to spread the gospel of 
this milk substitute by supplying convincing testimonials 
and need their adulterated faces to promote the use of 
this wonderful product. These ladies and gentlemen will 
tell you how after drinking a glass of this invigorating 
beverage they were refreshed and restored to bloom and 
beauty. Along all the highways throughout this beau- 
tiful land you will see large signs disfiguring the coun- 
tryside to tell you about this wonderful life giving prod- 
uct. There will be no court in the country powerful 
enough to declare it unlawful to make false claims for 
such a product. 


You dear reader may laugh at this picture I am try- 
ing to paint for you, but believe me the monster that 
will bring all this into being is lurking in the chemical 
laboratories and is waiting for the time to invade your 


rights, and displace your product with one too awful to 
contemplate. 


It is my earnest hope that all those engaged in the 
dairy industry will not allow this impending danger to 
go unchallenged and to fortify themselves against such 
an encroachment on the milk industry of the United 
States. 

Milk as a nourishment must remain supreme and any- 
thing that threatens to displace it must be forcibly oP- 
posed. [ am no prognosticator, but where there is smoke 
there is certain to be fire, and coming events cast their 
shadows before them, are old sayings worth our serious 
attention.

Hays Herd Develops Life-Timers 


A Holstein herd that is going 
places in Western Canada is that of 
Hays & Co., Ltd., at Calgary, Al- 
berta. The herd was founded on 
American blood lines, the early herd 
sires including three sons of Sir P. 
O. M. 41st, of which Edenvale Cap- 
tain Ormsby had perhaps the great- 
est influence. Others were Walcowis 
Pontiac Ollie Ormsby, a son of the 
National grand champion, Iowana 
Sir Ollie; Nockdair King Prilly Su- 
perba Posch, a grandson of King 
Segis Alcartra Prilly; and a little 
later, Carnation Inka Cristeria, a son 
of Sir Inka May. Then about nine 
or ten years ago, four young sons of 
Johanna Rag Apple Pabst were pur- 
chased from Mount Victoria Farms, 
and these four bulls, mated with 
descendants of the other sires men- 
tioned above, built the present herd 
which has made such an enviable 
show record over a long period of 
years. 

In the United States the Hays herd 
is best known for its show ring win- 
nings, this herd year after year send- 
ing out a large string over the 
Prairie Circuit and East to the Can- 
adian National and Canadian Royal 
as well as other leading Eastern 
shows and now and then making an 
invasion of the United States. But 
those who have seen the herd or 
who have access to the Canadian R. 
O. P. reports, know that this herd 
is a real producing herd as well as 
a show herd. 

A recent letter from Harry Hays, 
one of the junior members of the 
firm, brings us the information that 
during the year 1936 they com- 
pleted 76 R. O. P. records, all but 
four on cows and heifers of their 
own breeding, the 76 records aver- 
aging 15,548 lbs. milk, 3.7%, 574.5 
lbs. fat, all on three-time milking 
and with the herd maintained as a 
commercial dairy. At no time dur- 
ing the past two years have they had

more than 160 Holsteins 
place, including bull calves and 
young heifers and during this period 
they have purchased no more than 
13 females. It is a real breeder’s 
herd; we doubt if there is another 
herd of this size maintained on a 
strictly commercial basis that has 
made such a showing on semi-offi- 
cial work. 


It is the policy of the Hays outfit 
to test their cows year after year 
in R. O. P., which is the Canadian 
semi-official test, and on _ strictly 
three-time milking as a commercial 
proposition. They have a fine mar- 
ket for their milk in Calgary and be- 
lieve that the extra milking pays 
them to milk three times daily. 

Officially reported to date are 
three Hays-bred cows that have pro- 
duced over 100,000 Ibs. milk in 
R. O. P. work and Harry Hays writes 
that by October 21, 1937 this num- 
ber should be increased to seven, 
with four more expected to go over 
the 100,000-lb. mark by next spring, 
of course barring accidents, a re- 
markable showing’ especially in 
such a high testing herd. 


In connection with this story we 
show pictures of a few of these great 
lifetime producers. One of these is 
Hays’ Edenvale Queen Ormsby, a 
daughter of Edenvale Captain Orms- 
by, with six R. O. P. records that 
total 104,705 lbs. milk, 3,951 Ibs. 
fat. She is dam of the sensational 
calf, Hays’ Edenvale Supreme, jun- 
ior champion at the C. N. E. and 
elsewhere about the circuit last fall 
and a great prospect for the senior 
yearling class this coming season. 
She is dam also of the bull, Hays’ 
Vancouver Boy, owned by Thomas 
Hampson, Birch Hills, Sask., who 
has had the high herd average in 
that province for the past two years, 
due in great part to the work of this 
sire. Mr. Hampson has just pur- 
chased another son of this cow, his 
fourth Hays bull, and still another 
son has been sold to S. K. Kerr, 
Lousana, Alta. 


Another ‘‘Cap’”’ daughter is Hays’ 
Queen Wayne with 99,911 lbs. milk, 
3,666 lbs. fat in her first six lacta- 
tions and now in the first half of 
her seventh lactation has exceeded 
112,000 lbs. milk. She too is a great 
brood cow, being dam of Hays’ Rose 
Bush Wayne, Reserve All-American 
junior yearling in 1933; also dam of 
the bull, Hays’ De Kol Wayne, grand 
champion at Brandon in 1936 and 
first prize senior yearling at the 
Royal in 1935, now owned by Nes- 
bitt & Martin, Shoal Lake, Man. 


on the 


Two of their greatest lifetimers 
are daughters of Walcowis Pontiac 
Ollie Ormsby. One of these is Hays’ 
Duchess DeWinton, with 130,126 lbs. 
milk, 3,992 lbs. fat in six lactations, 
going over the 100,000-lb. mark in 
five lactations; and the other is 
Hays’ Queen Ollie Ormsby with 123,- 
654 lbs. milk, 4,213 lbs. fat in seven 
lactations. This last named cow 
has a son sold last fall to Robert 
Helm of Quebec. 


Hays’ Faforit, a daughter of the 
Hays-bred bull, Hays’ Sir Ormsby 
Aaltje, has gone over the 100,000- 
lb. mark in 5% lactations and she 
should have better than 3,800 Ibs. 
fat when her sixth lactation is com- 
pleted. She was first prize R. O. P. 
cow at Vancouver and Victoria last 
fall. 

Montvic Rag Apple De Kol, the 
one of the four Rag Apple bulls 
that had the greatest influence on 
the herd from a standpoint of both 
type and production, has many 
daughters that are starting great life 
time records. One of the oldest of 
these is Hays’ Trixie Prilly 2nd, only 
seven years old but already with 
four R. O. P. records that total over 
82,000 lbs. milk and 2,800 Ibs. fat. 
Had she been tested as a two-year- 
old, she would no doubt be over the 
100,000-lb. mark right now and an- 
other year should see her well over 
that figure. The Hays people think 
enough of her so that they have 
saved one of her sons for their own 
use and they plan to have her out 
with their show herd next fall. 

Hays & Co., Ltd, have extensive 
farming interests in various parts of 
Alberta but their Holstein breeding 
operations are mostly carried on at 
the Calgary farm, under the personal 
direction of Dr. Thomas E. Hays and 
his sons, Harry and Jack.

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Milk Research Reveals New Wonders 


By taking whole milk apart, just 
as one might take a clock apart to 
find out what makes it ‘“‘tick’’, re- 
search scientists have discovered the 
basic substance in milk that causes 
growth. 

The vital substance is given the 
name Lactoflavin, flavin of milk.

in units is slow, expensive. The new 
test has the advantage of being com- 
pleted within a few hours and giv- 
ing an exact statement of the basic 
growth factor content in terms of 
volume. 

With such definite and practical 
knowledge of the wonders of milk, 
science has opened the path for 
manufacturers of foods and feed mix- 
tures to improve the health value of 
many products. Nutrition experts of 
several such manufacturers have al- 
ready undertaken a study of the 
possibilities.

Last Fall, after judging the Three 
Rivers Fair, where the herd of the 
Brown Corporation of La Tuque took 
practically all the first prizes. I had 
the opportunity to pay a visit to the 
Brown Corporation establishment 
away up north, about 80 miles from 
Grand’Mere or 100 miles from Three 
Rivers. 

After asking for information re- 
garding the road, I was almost afraid 
to undertake the trip by automobile, 
but fortunately I drove up the high- 
way along the St. Maurice River 
enjoying the scenery all the way to 
La Tuque. The Town of La Tuque 
has a population of about 8,000, and 
is well located on the St. Maurice 
River, and all surrounded with moun- 
tains. It is one of the most impor- 
tant woodpulp industrial centers in 
the Province. 

After lunch I went to the farm 
owned by the Brown Corporation, 
which is about 3 miles from the town 
This farm has an area of around 1000 
acres, of which about 200 acres are 
under cultivation and 400 or 500 
acres are in pasture. I had a chat 
with Mr. Gilman, the manager of the 
farm, regarding general points of in- 
terest, and to my surprise I heard 
again a story about our friend Bob 
Holtby, who arrived one day by train 
in La Tuque and was driven on a 
motorcycle by Mr. Gilman himself 
at a very fast speed on those sinuous 
roads around La Tuque. Anyone who 
had been in this district and driven 
from Grand’Mere to La Tuque will 
know what winding roads mean. 
When Bob got off the motorcycle he 
did not say very much, but the next 
year he came back with his car and 
took Mr. Gilman for a ride driving 
his own way at 50 miles per hour. 
The story does not tell the impres- 
sion of either one, but it seems that 
the two understood each other quite 
well after that.

OBSERVATIONS IN HOLLAND 

Arriving in Rotterdam, Holland, I 
immediately asked my best way to 
get to Leeuwarden, where I had a 
letter of introduction from Mr. 
Seaverns, our Secretary, to the of- 
ficers of the Friesian Society in Hol- 
land. I immediately found that my 
lack of knowledge of the Dutch 
language was very pronounced but 
Providence always showed up and 
came to my help at very critical 
times, at least it seemed so to me. 
Arriving in Leeuwarden, I made my- 
self known at the office of the 
Stambeok and I was very cordially 
Teceived by Dr. Groeneveld and his 
staff and a plan mapped out to see 
some of the best herds for my in- 
spection. This I certainly enjoyed, 
and whilst I cannot remember the 
mames, I can still remember the 
wonderful uniformity both as to the 
Holland type and down to color 


markings. The Holland type are 
larger, carry much more width. The 
sires, in particular, are broad, very 
strong in the loins, much wider in 
the withers and one point they stress 
are the muscular part of the legs. I 
would say that they tend to be on the 
beefy order, especially the sires are 
heavy-shoulderd and quite rounded 
on the buttocks, and do not look to 
be as deep as what we desire. The 
females, however, do not look to be 
quite so pronounced though I feel 
we in the United States would call 
them to be too much of the Dual 
purpose. I cannot say that they carry 
the large udders that we like to see 
on our Black and White. 

As regards the color markings, the 
lines are very strict. As to the sires 
used, a star in the head (no blazed 
faces), body markings, clear (and no 
speckled markings) and tending to 
be three-quarters black. Females 
similar markings, but not so strict 
as to the blazed face. Herd books 
are all shown with the solid colors 
marked so a person can see at a 
glance what the offspring from a fe- 
male produces in her life-time. The 
right side of the Herd Books are 
shown with spaces for about 10 off- 
spring showing both left and right 
sides. This I feel is one of the things 
that bring out the remarkable uni- 
formity of the breed as you see it in 
Friesland. 

I was particularly impressed with 
what they have done with regard to 
the increased fat content of the milk. 
Dr. Groeneveld and his co-workers 
have certainly done a great deal “of 
work in this respect and are to be 
commended for the foundation they 
have laid down. I saw some offspring 
that were running steadily with prac- 
tically a 6% test and I understand 
that through their work with the 
breed, they can guarantee offspring 
with better than 4%. This outline 
will give you a little of the thoughts 
I have brought back with me from 
Friesland. I do hope that when the 
time comes for Dr. Groeneveld to 
visit the United States, you readers 
will appreciate the opportunity and 
derive some benefits which we all can 
make some use of in our work with 
our great dairy cow, the Holstein- 
Friesian. 

I must not close without saying 
that I had the great privilege of see- 


ing the Friesland bull, Lindberg, 
just previous to shipment to a large 
breeder in South Africa. Saw quite a 
few of his daughters both in Holland 
and England, and they are an out- 
standing example of a family of high 
percentage of fat. Will later give you 
a little of what I saw of the breed in 
England.

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H. H. Faust Dispersal 


The H. H. Faust Dispersal, held at 
Ellensburg, Wash., on March 30, 
went down as one of the best sales 
in Holstein history on the Pacific 
Coast. 69 head went under the 
hammer of Tyler Duff for a total of 
$10,360 to average $150.14, with 
prices ranging up to $975, paid for 
the star of the herd, Glen De Kol 
Walker Beauty. 

A large crowd of interested buyers 
and spectators apparently paid lit- 
tle heed to the cold, raw wind that 
swept across the Ellensburg Valley 
and the bidding was brisk through- 
out. Twenty-seven females in milk 
sold for an average of $226.48; 2 
bred heifers averaged $200; thirteen 
unbred heifers averaged $113.46 and 
nine heifer calves brought an aver- 
age of $74.44. The price range for 
the 24 heifers not in milk was $260 
to $25. Eighteen bulls sold for an 
average of $95, ten from A. R. dams 
averaging $127 ($250 to $35) while 
eight from untested dams averaged 
$55 ($85-$40). It was a “cow” sale 
and bulls went at rather’ bargain 
prices. 

The big thrill of the day came 
shortly after lunch when Glen De Kol 
Walker Beauty was led into the sale 
ring. After a short tribute to her 
records—694 lbs. fat at 2 years, 305 
days (World’s Record) and 775.1 lbs. 
fat at 4 years, 365 days—her indi- 
viduality and ancestry, sale manager 
Harlan Dailey called for the open- 
ing bid, which came promptly at 
$500. After a spirited contest, she 
finally went to Fred Betz, Carnation 
Wash., at $975. Nine years old, she 
was a double granddaughter of Lock- 
willow Sir Walker, sire of five 800-Ib. 
fat daughters, including one of the 
foundation matrons of the herd, 
Martha Pansy De Kol with 1,047 
lbs. fat at 4% years. Next high 
figure was $330 paid for the three- 
year-old Kittitas Princess Ormsby, 
who went to Howard Randall, Carna- 
tion, Wash. She is a daughter of 
Kittitas Governor Ormsby, son of 
Glen De Kol Walker Beauty. Ray 
Driver, Ellensburg, Wash., heaviest 
buyer in the sale taking 11 head for 
$1910, took Kittitas Maggie Ormsby, 
another 3-year-old daughter of the 
Governor Ormsby bull, out of Lock- 
willow Maggie (814.5 Ibs. fat, a 
daughter of Cascade Sir Marie) at 
$300, and a 2-year-old of the same 
breeding at $240. 


The five-year-old herd sire, Kit- 
titas Commander, sired by Glen De 
Kol Sir Cascade Marie, grandson of 
Lockwillow Sir Walker, and out of 
Martha Pansy De Kol, referred to 
above, went far below his value to 
R. L. Rutter, Jr., Ellensburg, at 
$250. A daughter, not yet in milk 
and bred to the Governor Ormsby 
bull, went at $260 to George Brew- 
ster, Ockanagone, who selected ten 
head for a total of $1320. The other 
reference sire, Kittitas King Ruby. 
also sired by Glen De Kol Sir Cas- 
cade Marie, and out of Ruby Pansy 
De Kol, 930.9-lb. fat daughter of 
Lockwillow Sir Walker, also went to 
Mr. Rutter on his bid of $200.

with A. R. records averaged $443.33 
($975-$150); fourteen without re- 
cords but with A. R. record dams 
averaged $212.50 ($330-$125) and 
ten untested and from dams without 
records averaged $181, ranging from 
$245 to $145. Of the heifers not yet 
in milk, a dozen from A. R. record 
dams averaged $106.25, ranging 
from $260 to $60, and another dozen 
from untested dams averaged $105, 
ranging from $150 to $265. 

The cattle were in very thin con- 
dition, and showed the effects of the 
rigorous winter and feed shortage. 
These considered, the Faust sale was 
indeed one of the most successful 
ever staged on the western coast. The 
sale was held under the able man- 
agement of Harlan Dailey, Los An- 
geles, Calif., with Tyler Duff, Pasa- 
dena, Calif., and Dan Brunson, Ellen- 
burg, Wash., doing the selling.

EARLVILLE SALE NO. 80 

The eightieth sale in the Earlville 
series was held April 2, with 73 head 
selling for a total of $10,123.50, or 
an average of $125. Some nervous- 
ness over the outcome had been felt 
because of the lapsing of the New 
York Milk Control law the day be- 
fore, with the accompanying uncer- 
tainty as to its effect on milk prices. 
The sale results, however, were very 
reassuring. The better animals sold 
well up to previous levels, with but 
a small decline, if any, on the more 
commercial sorts. On these it was 
felt that the present feed situation, 
as we come to the tag end of the 
barn feeding during this final month 
before pasture, may have had a 
larger influence on prices than any 
other factor. A capacity crowd was 
on hand as usual, well filling the 
seating capacity of the Earlville 
pavilion. 
Top of the sale was $340, a 2- 
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year-old heifer consigned by J. and 


E. J. Karlen, Rome, N. Y. This 
heifer, Karlcrest Pledge Segis, just 
ready to freshen, with first calf, was 
very outstanding and called forth 
spirited bidding, finally going to 
Stephen W. Blodgett, Fishkill, N. Y., 
at the above mentioned figure. She 
is a daughter of Karlcrest Topsy 
Segis Sunnyside, an in-bred son of 
the old Karlen herd sire, King Topsy 
Echo Segis. Several of her sisters 
were also included in the Karlen con- 
signment and sold up to $210, with 
several others crowding the $200 
mark. They were a real credit to 
their breeders. Close to the top was 
the 5-year-old show cow, Homeland 
Schuiling Denver Posch, consigned 
by H. F. Farrington, Lowville, N. Y., 
and purchased at $300 by Berkshire 
Industrial School, Caanan, N. Y. 
Another Farrington entry, Homeland

Y., and purchased at $210 by Fred 
van Schaick, Cortland, N. Y. 
Analyzing the sale by ages, we find

young bulls averaged $98.

DAVISDALE—A BREEDER’S HERD 

Thirty years ago, when only a lad 
in my teens, I went to work in the 
office of those pioneer’ Holstein 
breeders, Henry Stevens & Son. I 
had not been in their employ so very 
long when there came to visit us Mr. 
Harry B. Davis of Chester, N. Y. Mr. 
Davis, not many years my senior, was 
then, as now, an ardent Holstein 
enthusiast. 

In a recent reminiscence with Mr. 
Davis he stated that the first real 
bull that headed his herd was Sir 
Lilith Posch. This bull was born at 
his farm over thirty years ago and he 
was a grandson of those two famous 
World’s Champions, Alta Posch and 
Lilith Pauline De Kol. A little later, 
Mr. Davis purchased of the late E. 
H. Dollar, a half interest in Pontiac 
Korndyke. If my memory _§ serves 
me correctly, Mr. Davis paid $2,500 
for his interest and Pontiac Korn- 
dyke was well advanced in years. 

Another important chapter in the 
history of the Davisdale herd was 
when he owned the great cow, Polly 
Posch, a cow recognized by the late 
Col. R. E. Haeger as an outstanding 
cow of all time. She was one of the 
highest record cows of her day and 
was the first to make over 34-lb. but- 
ter from 700 lbs. of milk. This 
chapter also records the selection and 
use of King Korndyke Hengerveld 
Ormsby. He was a maternal brother 
to the great Sir Pietertje Ormsby 
Mercedes, their dam being the twice 
World’s champion, Pietertje Maid 
Ormsby. Thus to Mr. Davis goes 
the credit of having bred that famous 
bull Ormsby Korndyke Lad. This 
bull was retained for some time as a 
herd sire and later made famous the 
herd of Julius Schmid. In fact, Mr. 
Davis tells me that many of those 
great daughters of Ormsby Korndyke 
Lad, that made such __ sensational 
records in the herd of Mr. Schmid, 
were bred at Davisdale. 

This earlier history of the Davis- 
dale herd is given purely to substan- 
tiate the contention that Mr. Davis 
has long been a real cow man. 

The present herd sire is Veeman 
Pride Ormsby. His dam was pur- 


chased as a calf by Mr. Davis in the 
Abbott & Clark Dispersal. She made 
20.6 lbs. butter in a week and 
milked over 70 lbs. in a day with her 
first calf. It is unfortunate that Mr. 
Davis never tested her again as she 
things at 


was capable of great 
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maturity. She was a daughter of the 
noted century sire, Sir Veeman 
Hengerveld, and her dam was a 30- 
lb. daughter of Cornucopia Korndyke 
Pontiac, a bull bred by Mr. Davis. 
Cornucopia Korndyke Pontiac was a 
son of Pontiac Korndyke and Mr. 
Davis’ great 33-lb. cow, Ada Cornu- 
copia Posch. 

The sire of Veeman Pride Ormsby 
is King Sunny Lady. His dam made 
1,130.9 lbs. butter in a year at 15 
years, and her dam, Lady Mutual 
Friend, made 1,281.4 lbs. at nine 
years. The sire of King Sunny 
Lady, is King Piebe, one of the very 
greatest bred sons of that great 
progenitor of type and production, 
King Pietertje Ormsby Piebe, the 
dam of King Piebe being Rose De Ko} 
Wayne Butter Boy with three records 
ranging from 1131 to 1213 Ibs. but- 
ter in a year and she produced four 
daughters with records of 1,049 to 
1,260 lbs. butter. 

Mr. Davis has worked long and 
hard and now merits a well earned 
rest. Accordingly Mr. Davis has de- 
cided to disperse the herd and take 
a year’s respite from the duties which 
have so closely confined him ever 
since the death of his father, at 
which time he was obliged to leave 
high school and assume the head of 
the family. The sale is to take place 
at the farm about two miles out of 
Chester, N. Y., on Tuesday, May 25 
The herd numbers, sixty-five head, 
about two-fifths of them being daugh- 
ters of the herd sire, Veeman Pride 
Ormsby. I might also add that the 
neighboring herd of Baird & Sons 
have also been using this bull and 
have in their herd nearly thirty of 
his daughters. They are a rugged. 
baggy lot of heifers, very uniform 
in appearance and should surely make 
good for the purchasers. This herd 
has been accredited for fourteen 
years and they are negative.

ALFALFA-MOLASSES SILAGE 
Russell E. Horwood and J. G. Wells, 
Jr., Upper Peninsula Sub-Sta. 

High-quality roughage is well-re- 
cognized as a necessity for economic 
milk production. Wet weather in 
many sections during the haying 
season repeatedly causes excessive 
losses of food nutrients and increases 
the cost of harvesting. This is es- 
pecially true in the Upper Peninsula 
of Michigan where it is not only 
frequently difficult to harvest the 
first cutting of alfalfa, but imprac- 
tical to attempt to harvest the second 
cutting during most years. There 
is a wide range of conditions in this 
area; probably no section, however, 
has more adverse conditions than 
those which prevail at the Chatham 
sub-station where this work was con- 
ducted. This condition has prompt- 
ed experimental work to find a more 
practical method of harvesting and 
storing alfalfa and other hays. 

An experiment was set up in which 
second-cutting alfalfa, ensiled with 
molasses, was compared with second- 














cutting alfalfa haly, field-cured, as 
the sole roughage for cows in milk. 
This feeding trial covered 105 days.

The alfalfa placed in the silo was 
cut September 23 and 24 in the one- 
tenth bloom state. Little wilting oc- 
curred due to cloudy wet weather. 
Thirty pounds of molasses, diluted 
with three parts of water, were 
added to each ton of chopped alfalfa 
silage at the bottom of the filler pipe. 
Twenty-three and one-half tons of 
alfalfa were placed in the silo in this 
manner. In addition, two tons of un- 
chopped alfalfa hay with molasses 
sprinkled over it were placed in the 
silo near the bottom. This was 
found to be even more palatable 
than the chopped silage. Three 
samples of the unchopped silage aver- 
aged 14.3 per cent grass (June and 
quack). The unchopped silage, when 
packed, was 12 inches in depth in 
the 14-foot diameter silo. Two tons 
of chopped silage immediately below 
the unchopped were 10 inches in 
depth. 


Four feet of spoilage was found 
on the surface when the silo was 
opened November 17. Below this 
the silage was dark green in color. 
The temperature at the surface on 
November 30 was 39° F.; 8 inches 
below the surface it was 59° F.; 16 
inches below, 68° F., and 34 inches 
below 68° F. 

Nine and one-half tons of alfalfa 
were cut at the same time and cured 
in the cock. This resulted in good 
quality hay, which was compared 
with alfalfa silage. Due to lack of 
barn room, some of this hay was fed 
to the main herd which caused a 
shortage for the experiment, making 
it necessary to use first-cutting alfalfa

30-day feeding period. 

Two groups of three cows each 
were placed on a feeding trial. The 
double reversal system of feeding was 
followed, using three 30-day feeding 
periods with 5-day intervals between 
each period. One group of cows was 
fed 30 pounds of field-cured hay, 
while the other group received 87 
pounds of alfalfa-molasses silage per 
day. Each group was fed a mixture 
of ground plus 1 per cent special 
odorless steamed bone meal and 1 
per cent iodized salt at the follow- 
ing rates: 

Below 20 Ibs. milk—no grain 
20 to 25 Ibs. milk—2 Ibs. grain

25 to 30 lbs. milk—4 Ibs. grain 
30 to 35 lbs. milk—6 Ibs. grain

30 to 55 Ibs. milk—14 Ibs. grain 
55 to 60 lbs. milk—16 Ibs. grain

65 to 70 lbs. milk—20 Ibs. grain 
70 to 75 Ibs. milk—22 lbs. grain 
75 to 80 Ibs. milk—24 Ibs. grain 

The silage ration produced 10,- 
483.7 pounds of 4 per cent fat cor- 
rected milk (2), while the hay ration 
produced 10,173.4 pounds. The cows 
on the silage ration gained 178 
pounds in body weight while the cows 
on the hay ration gained 224 pounds 
during the feeding trial. 


The cows on the silage ration con- 
sumed 23,490 pounds of silage and 
2,950 pounds of grain, which con- 
tained 1,240 pounds of digestible pro- 
tein and 5,901 pounds of total digest- 
ible nutrients. This is an average 
of 4.5 pounds digestible protein and 
23.5 pounds of total digestible nutri- 
ents per day. These figures for the 
silage were obtained by using the 
digestible coefficient for green alfalfa. 
On the hay ration 8,100 pounds of 
hay and 3,105 punds of grain were 
consumed; this ration contained 
1,215 pounds of digestible protein 
and 6,344.6 pounds of total digesti- 
ble nutrients. The average daily con- 
sumption was 4.63 pounds digestible 
protein and 21.8 pounds of total 
digestible nutrients. Each ration eXx- 
ceeded the average daily require- 
ments of the cows by more than a 
pound and a half of digestible pro- 
tein per day. The hay ration just 
met the average daily requirements 
for total digestible nutrients, while 
the silage ration lacked 2.2 pounds 
of meeting the requirements. 
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A sample of hay was taken on the 
fifth, fifteenth, and twenty-fifth anal- 
ysis. These samples averaged 88.6 
per cent dry matter and 16.9 per 
cent protein on a dry matter basis. 
Samples of silage were taken for 
analysis in a similar manner; how- 
ever, they were not combined. These 
samples averaged 29 per cent dry 
matter and 18.6 per cent protein on 
a dry matter basis. 

Two analyses (3) of the silage for 
cartone content showed 24 and 21.6 
gamma per gram on an air dry basis. 
The carotene content of two sam- 
ples of butterfat produced dur- 
ing two different periods from 
silage-fed cows contained 1.5 and 0.8 
mg. per kg. Two similar samples of 
putterfat from the hay-fed cows con- 
tained 1.45 and 1.3 mg. per kg. 

Two feeding demonstrations, 
carried on in a similar manner to 
this experiment at the Menominee 
County Infirmary and the Triangle 
Ranch, indicated similar results. 

Summary 

1. Alfalfa-molasses silage ‘was 
compared with alfalfa hay as the sole 
roughage for dairy cattle, in an 
experiment with six cows, in an 
double-reversal system for three 30- 
day feeding periods. 

2. The cows on the silage ration 
consumed 15 pounds more digestible 
protein and 444 pounds less total 
digestible nutrients. 

3. Three hundred ten pounds more 
4 per cent fat-corrected milk were 
produced while the cows were on the 
silage ration. 

4. Each group gained in body 
weight; however, the cows receiving 
hay exceeded those on silage by 46 
pounds. 

5. The carotene content of the 
alfalfa, when ensiled with molasses, 
was not maintained. 

6. There was’ no difference be- 
tween the two groups of cows in gen- 
eral health. 





DO ALL BOVINE UDDERS CON- 
TAIN MASTITIS ORGANISMS? 
The New York Experiment Station 
for a number of years has been in- 
terested in a study of bovine mastitis, 
particularly from the angle of meth- 
ods of its detection and the effect 
of infection upon the amount and 
composition of the milk. Informa- 
tion also has been collected on the 
organism which may be the cause of 
mastitis, and more recently a special 
effort has been made to determine the 
distribution or normal habitat of the 
bacteria which are generally assoc- 
lated with bovine mastitis. 
Considerable work has been carried 
on at various experiment stations to 
discover, if possible, the original 
source of the mastitis organism. It is 
senerally agreed that it cannot be iso- 
lated from any of the usual sources, 
such as feed, fecal material, surface 
of the udder of the cow, floor of the 
barn, etc. When the organism is de- 
posited on the floor of the barn or the 
skin of the cow, it remains alive for 
only a relatively short length of time. 
It is a common observation among 
dairymen that cows which receive ud- 
der injuries frequently develop an ag- 
fravated case of mastitis. Inasmuch 


a8 the organism is not found in any of 
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the materials, commonly contaminat- 
ing wounds, it was thought possible 
that this organism might be in all bo- 
vine udders and so could bring about 
pathological changes when the resist- 
ance of the tissue was lowered by in- 
jury, over-feeding, etc. 

In a preliminary study, about 59 
udders, were removed aseptically 
from cows and heifers which were 
determined by post-mortem not to 
show any changes in the _ tissue 
which would indicate the presence of 
mastitis. By special laboratory 
manipulations, these udders were 
cultured and it was found possible 
to isolate one of the mastitis strep- 
tococci (of which there are three 
known types or varieties) from every 
udder which had passed thru one or 
more lactation periods. It would ap- 
pear that all cows which have passed 
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through a lactation period carry these 
mastitis organisms embedded in the 
udder tissue. Active infection is 
set up only when the cow’s resistance 
is lowered by injury or other cause. 

A preliminary report has _ been 
made of these investigations, and a 
bulletin giving the data on which 
these conclusions are based is in the 
course of publication. 

If further material indicates that 
the streptococcus is present in all 
bovine udders, even in those cases 
where mastitis cannot be demonstrat- 
ed, a somewhat revised procedure 
will be necessary if we hope to re- 
duce mastitis infection to the min- 
imum. The present procedure of 
eliminating the badly infected cows 
is of value, but special emphasis will 
need to be placed on the develop- 
ment of better methods of controlling
